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AUSTRIAN ACTIVITY IN THE UNITED NATIONS 


AUSTRIA CONTRIBUTES TO U.N. AID PROGRAM 

Austria’s permanent representative at the United Na- 
tions, Ambassador Dr. Franz Matsch, declared in the Pledg- 
ing Conference of the United Nations for contributions to the 
Technical Aid Program that the Austrian government had al- 
ways participated in this program with great interest and 
warm sympathy. It considers the evolution of newly develop- 
ing nations as one of today’s greatest tasks. 

Ambassador Matsch informed the conference of Austria’s 
readiness to continue in 1962 her contributions to the Tech- 
nical Aid Program and the Special Fund of the United Na- 
tions inspite of the fact that she had already doubled the 
ymount in 1961 -viz., $170,000 for the Technical Aid Pro- 
gram and $260,000 for the Special Fund, altogether $430,000. 


AUSTRIA’S U.N. DELEGATE PETER STRASSER FOR 


SUPPORT OF UNDERDEVELOPED COUNTRIES 
On October 16th Mr. Peter Strasser, who is a member of 


Austria’s National Council and chairman of the Social Com- 
mittee of the Furope-Council as well as one of Austria’s del- 
egates to the U.N., addressed the Second (Economic) Com- 
mittee of the United Nations General Assembly in regard to 
the part of the smaller industrial nations for support of under- 
developed countries. He emphasized that countries like 
Austria are highly qualified to help underdeveloped countries 
in their social development and outlined in this connection 
plans for the organization of a European Peace Corps. 

The industrialization of ancient cultures different from 
Western ones is not only a matter of investments and factories. 
The people living in these countries must get a helping hand 
80 that they can adapt themselves to the new development. 

Inspite of her old history, Mr. Strasser continued, Aus- 
tia realizes well the problems of nations in the process of 
development, because somehow, Austria, too, is a new coun- 
ty. Already some time ago the Austrian Foreign Minister Dr. 
Bruno Kreisky created a special committee for African Affairs 
which proved to be extremely valuable as a consulting body 
for technical experts or foreign students. Austria’s percentage 
of students from overseas is the highest of all European 
countries; one third of all students registered at Austrian 
WMiversities and colleges come from overseas. 

Austria learned with satisfaction that UNESCO advised 
all its special committees to make use of voluntary aid. Aus- 


ttia, too, intends to participate in such activities by providing

ENVOY WODAK STATES AUSTRIA'S CASE ON THE 
EFFECTS OF ATOMIC RADIATION 

The Austrian Representative in the Special Political 
Committee of the United Nations General Assembly, Envoy 
Walter Wodak, on October 18, spoke on the Report of the 
United Nations Scientific Committee on the Effects of Atomic 
Radiation. He said, in part, that the principle embodied in a 
statement made by the President of the Republic of Austria, 
Dr. Adolf Schaerf, after his election that modern science 
should never be used for the destruction of mankind but only 
for the promotion of its welfare, had in the past years con- 
sistently guided and inspired the position of the Austrian 
Government and the Austrian Delegation at the United Na- 
tions with regard to the menace of atomic radiation. 

In view of recent events which led to a new and sharp 
increase in radioactive fallout, the Austrian Delegation felt 
that it could not remain silent. 

For many years prominent scientists all over the world 
had devoted their efforts to research and study in the field of 
atomic radiation. Seventy scientists from nineteen countries 
of the East and the West, among them eight Nobel Prize win- 
ners, assembled at the Third Pugwash Conference at Kitz- 
buehel, Austria, had asked for close and continued ‘study of 
hazards from atomic tests. Investigations since made by the 
United Nations Scientific Committee lent emphasis to the 
generally agreed conclusion that all unnecessary exposure of 
mankind to radiation should be avoided. 

The Austrian Delegation, deeply concerned about the 
new sharp increase in the levels of radioactive fallout and 
dismayed at the potential danger which mankind faces, had 
therefore joined with 24 other delegations in presenting a 
draft resolution to the Committee. 

Envoy Wodak especially emphasized the point that his 
delegation could not follow the representative of Czechoslo- 
vakia and could not consider the draft to be a political reso- 
lution, but was merely following the report of the Scientific 
Committee, of which Czechoslovakia was a member and 
which stated in its report: 

‘‘The Committee recognizes that the resumption of nu- 
clear test explosions since the publication of its last com- 
prehensive report increases the urgency for intensification of 
relevant scientific studies.’’ 


Envoy Wodak concluded: ‘‘The draft resolution which we

have the honor to co-sponsor does not go beyond this state- 
ment. It expresses the concern which our countries, which our 
people feel and it then goes on to outline the technical mea- 
sures which in our opinion should be taken. 

‘‘Much remains still unknown in the field of atomic radi- 
ation and we consider it of the utmost urgency that serious 
and intensified study be undertaken by the appropriate per- 
sons, bodies and organisations to this effect. We therefore 
attach particular importance to the invitation addressed also 
to the World Meteorological Organisation and to the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency to observe and study atmos- 
pheric radioactivity and its consequences. 

‘‘Mr. Chairman, my delegation believes that we must 
make an urgent effort to provide us with the scientific know- 
ledge of the dangers ahead of us in this field. Only then shall 
we be able to develop the necessary means for our protection. 

‘‘It is in this spirit that we are co-sponsoring the draft 
resolution and recommend it to the Committee for unanimous 
adoption.’’ 

At the subsequent vote the resolution was unanimously 
adopted with 74 votes in its favor and 17 countries abstain- 
ing. 

OTTO LEICHTER ELECTED PRESIDENT OF 
HAMMARSKJOLD SCHOLARSHIP FOUNDATION 

The American correspondent of the Viennese Arbeiter 
Zeitung Otto Leichter was elected president of the ‘‘Dag- 
Hammarskjold Scholarship Foundation.’’ The correspondent 
of the ‘‘Journal of Commerce”’ Mr. Fisher, became vice pres- 
ident. Purpose of the foundation, created after the death of 
the Secretary General, is to help journalists or students of 
journalism from underdeveloped countries to visit Amcrica 
and to familiarize them with the functions of the United Na- 
tions.

FATHER OF AUSTRIAN CONSTITUTION 
CELEBRATES 80th BIRTHDAY 

Austrian Federal President Dr. Adolf Schaerf and Fed 
Chancellor Dr. Alfons Gorbach cabled heartiest congra 
tions in their own name as well as in the name of the Aus 
an people to University Professor Dr. Hans Kelsen who 
become 80 years old on October 11. ; 

Hans Kelsen was admitted as lecturer to the University ¢ 
Vienna in 1911 and became as early as 1917 associate profes 
sor and in 1919 ordinary professor for Administrative Law, 

In 1918 Federal Chancellor Dr. Karl Renner commig. 
sioned Professor Kelsen to lay the groundwork for a federal 
constitution of the Austrian Republic. 

The constitution which is still in force today — 
minor amendments — gave birth to the Supreme Court 

Constitutionality, an institution which became a model 
other European countries. 

In 1930 Kelsen left Austria and settled in the Uni 
States. He was enthusiastically received by Harvard Uni- 
versity and later on by the University of California, 

Professor Kelsen laid down his teachings in many 
monographies and other writings but particularly in such 
works as ‘‘Principle Problems of the Public Law’’ (Haupt 
probleme der Staatsrechtslehre), ‘‘General Theory of Law 
and State,’’ ‘‘Political Theory of Bolshevism,’’ ‘‘The Law 
of the United Nations,’’ ‘‘Principles of International Law,” 
etc. At present Professor Kelsen is working on a ‘‘Theory 
of Common Norms.”’ 

LUDWIG von MISES HONORED 

On his 80th birthday, September 29, Austrian-bom 
Professor Ludwig von Mises was honored at a testimonial 
dinner in New York. His remarkable achievements as an 
economist and teacher were highly praised at this oc 
casion. 

Prof. von Mises has taught at the Graduate School of Busi- 
ness Administration, New York University, since 1945. He 
came to the United States after a distinguished career at the 
Vienna Chamber of Commerce, the University of Vienna, the 
Institute of International Studies at Geneva, and the Uni- 
versity of Mexico. He is one of the most influential members 
of the Mont Pelerin Society, an international association of 
economists, political scientists, historians and journalists 
which was founded in 1947 with the aim of emphasizing the 
integral nature of freedom. 

STRASSER (Continued from page 1) 
voluntary helpers such as scientists, technicians and other 
specialists. 

Nationalrat Strasser who had an opportunity to study the 
organization of the American Peace Corps replied to criticism 
of the Soviet delegate and expressed the hope that the Soviet 
representative would not carry over his negative attitude to 
the use of UNESCO volunteers. 

Austria is obligated to neutrality, and, therefore, she will 
never participate in activities of the Cold War. However, the 
Peace Corps idea was received with enthusiasm in Europe, 
too.

On October 16, Austrian Federal Minister of Transpor- 
tation and Electric Power, Karl Waldbrunner, opened the south 
lock of Central Europe’s largest river Hydroelectric Power 
goject near Aschach on the River Danube. (Upper Austria). 

Work on this station started two years ago. With the 
completion of the south lock and its upper and lower lock- 
ads, the entire river traffic in this section was diverted 
fom the original bed into the south lock. The lock itself is 
app. 700 feet long and 70 feet wide, the stone embankment 
% feet high. The overall length is app. 3050 feet. The lock 
tan accommodate a tug boat and four barges of 1200 tons. 

Many advantages for the Danube river traffic will now 
become apparent. All shallows and cliffs which had made 
traffic often hazardous have been flooded, the river’s current 
has been slowed and two-way traffic will be possible day 
and night even at low water level. The Danube has lost its 
original wild character. 

The Aschach Hydroelectric Power project with the 
“South Lock’’ is a part of the so called Donaurahmenplan 
Qanube Development Plan) of the Oesterreichische Donau- 
traftwerke A, G. There will be altogether thirteen locks and 
power stations with an output of 2 million kw and production

of 14 billion kwh. Up to now the Jochenstein plant, built in 
cooperation with Bavaria, has been completed (1955) and the 
Ybbs-Persenbeug plant (1959). 

But the Aschach power station will be the largest pro- 
ject in this string of power developments. The water level 
has been raised by app. 50 feet, creating tail waters of al- 
most 25 miles length. Four turbins will produce 340,000 kw 
with an average of 1680 million of kwh per year. 

Because of the magnitude of the project, another three 
years will be needed to finish the construction. The first tur- 
bin should start operation by December 1963, the remaining 
three are scheduled for installation in February, June and 
August 1964. 

Another lock and power station close to the Austrian- 
Bavarian border at Schaerding-Neuhaus has been constructed 
by the Austrian-Bavarian Power Plant Company and will be 
in operation shortly.

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HARVEST TIME} 


‘‘Our harvest being gotten in, our Governor sent four 
men on Fowling, so that we might after a special manner re- 
joice together after we had gathered in the fruit of our labors. 
They four in one day, killed as much fowl as served the 
company almost a week. At this time, among other recrea- 
tions, we exercised our arms, many of the Indians coming 
among us, and with them their great King, Massasoit, with 
some ninety men, whom for three days we entertained and 
feasted, and they went out and killed five deer, which they 
brought to the plantation and bestowed on our Governor and 
upon the Captain and others.’’ Thus was described by Edward 
Winslow, one of the founders of the Plymouth colony in Mas- 
sachusetts, the first Thanksgiving in America, in 1621. It 
was not a Puritan invention ‘‘to rejoice together’’ after the 
fruits of rural labor have been gathered. Communal celebra- 
tions of a successful harvest have been observed by ag- 
ricultural peoples the world over, ever since plants are 
cultivated by man. In modern agriculture with its mechaniza- 
tion, its synthetic fertilizers, seeding of rain clouds with 
Silver-iodide, flood control, and the other paraphernalia of 
scientific farming, the Bauer is giving way to the ‘‘agrono- 
mist,’’ who often grows only one crop and sometimes does 
not even live on the farm. Nature has, from time to time, to 
demonstrate to him more drastically than to the muzhik or 
peon that man has not yet completely conquered her. The 
peasant was, and in many parts of the world still is, deeply 
conscious of his dependence upon forces beyond his ken. 
From sowing to harvest time, the peasant’s life is dominated 
by his crop. Its bounty decides his and his family’s fate for 
the whole year. In pagan times the rites that were to assure 
a good harvest, and propitiate the spirits who had been vio- 
lated when sickle or scythe mowed down row after row of 
grain, were carefully observed. After a successful harvest 
thanks was given to these spirits, and their good will so-

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Formerly it was common practice to wind, after the com- 
pletion of the harvest, from the different kinds of grain 
an Erntekranz, harvest wreath, or huge Erntekrone, harvest 
crown, which, in a merry pageant was carried into the farm- 
house by the harvesters. Throughout Austria the Bauer serves 
his harvesters, i.e. the members of his household reinforced 
by additional hired help or neighbors, who help each other 
in ‘‘bees,’’ the opulent Schnittermahl. It is called Schnitter- 
hahn because in the old days a rooster, again a fertility 
symbol and the embodiment of the Korngeist, was served at 
this meal. 

In Lower Austria’s Weinviertel, the winegrowing district 
north of the Danube, the vintage is often concluded by a 
pageant in which the Weinberggoas (dial. for Weinberggeiss, 
vineyard goat) is prominently featured. It consists of a sim- 
ple wooden body with a carved head. This contraption is 
richly hung with choice grapes. Scme seek the origin of the 
Weinberggoas in ancient Dionysian rites. Dionysos was the 
god of luxuriant fertility, especially as displayed by the 
wine. His usual sacrifices were the ox and, particularly, the 
goat, whose lechery is part of European proverbial lore. 
Other scholars point out that the he-goat was sacred also to 
the Teutonic god of storm and thunder, Donar, or, in Norse 
mythology, Thor. The brazen chariot, which he drove across 
the sky, and which caused the rumble of thunder, was drawn 
by two he-goats. It may well be that the Veinberggoas was 
once a propitiatory harvest sacrifice to this powerful weather- 
god. 

Austria’s farmers do not believe in Donar, or think that 
their fields are inhabited by corn spirits, nor are too many of 
them familiar with Jung’s archetypes, but they do not see any 
harm in a bit of fun after the toil of the harvest and — well, 
you can never be too sure: a few kernels of wheat, judicious- 
ly left for ‘‘Winter,’’ may be a very sound investment after all!

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SYMPOSIUM ON POWER REACTOR EXPERIMENTS 
HELD IN VIENNA 

The International Atomic Energy Agency held a scientific 
symposium on ‘‘Power Reactor Experiments’’ in Vienna from 
23 to 27 October. Nearly 200 experts from 21 countries and 
two international organizations participated. Some 30 papers 
were presented and discussed. 

The IAEA symposium was devoted to a discussion of 
certain technically advanced reactor systems, still in a rela- 
tively early stage of technical development, including their 
technical features, experimental experience thus far obtained 
and an appraisal of future trends. Among the systems discus- 
sed were nuclear superheat reactors, fast breeder reactors, 
aqueous homogeneous reactors, molten salt reactors; and high 
temperature, gas-cooled reactors, including pebbel bed types. 


INTERNATIONAL LD-CONGRESS MEETS IN VIENNA 

The Second International LD-Congress 1961 opened on 
October 16 in the House of Industrie in Vienna. One hundred 
and thirty five steel experts from fourteen countries from all 
over the world participated; ninety-nine visitors came from 
Europe, twenty from Japan, fourteen from South-and North 
America and two from Australia. 

Federal Chancellor Dr. Alfons Gorbach opened the meet- 
ing and compared the LD-oxygen steel making process which 
was developed by Austria’s two leading steel companies, the 
United Austrian Iron and Steel Works (VOEST) and Alpine- 
Montan, with the great technical invention of the ships pro- 
peller, also an Austrian invention. 

Vice Chancellor Dr. Bruno Pittermann stated in his ad- 
dress that at present already thirty three smelting houses all 
over the world with a yearly over all output of over twenty 
million tons of LD-steel use the LD method. Forty three mil- 
lion tons pro anno are under construction and, therefore, in 
1965, presumably more than eighty LD-steel works with an 
annual production of app. sixty million tons or 20% to 25% of 
the present crude steel world production will be in operation. 


AUSTRIA’S SUPER-HIGHWAYS 

Another Section of Austria’s super-highway West — Vien- 
na to Salzburg between Vorchdorf and Regau in Upper Austria 
was opened by Federal Chancellor Dr. Alfons Gorbach on 
October 7.

Poechlarn — Kottingburgstall sector in Lower Austria will 
probably be completed by the end of 1961. 

The Upper Austrian section of Super-Highway West, with 
its approaches, bridges and turn-offs, looks almost ‘‘Ameri- 
can.’’ Faster than ever before, the motorist will be able to 
travel the Vienna-Salzburg route. It is hoped that the Ty- 
rolean section will be finished before the start of the 1964 
Winter Olympic, in Innsbruck. 

In the Spring of 1962, Autobahn Sued (Super-Highway 
South) will probably be open to weekend traffic on the very 
important Voesendorf-Leobersdorf sector in Lower Austria. 

The complete highway program comprises the sectors 
Vienna-Salzburg; the Vienna by-pass from St. Christopher to 
the Danube Canal with a branch to the Schwechat airport;

tion of the Austrian super-highway. The center island - 
being so important for traffic safety — has a width of app. 12 


feet. There will be app. 7% feet wide service lanes on each 
shoulder. Mountainous areas will have additional slow lanes 


for heavy trucks. 


The super-highway between Vienna and Wiener Neustadt 
will even have 3 traffic lanes in each direction. In a few 
years the third lane will be an absolute necessity in this 
heavily travelled region. 


AUSTRIA SUCCESSFUL IN INTERNATIONAL 
STAGE CONSTRUCTION COMPETITIONS 

Austria’s fame in the world of music and theatre is inter- 
national]. But she is also engaged in the technical field of 
stage construction and was repeatedly able to hold her posi- 
tion successfully in spite of toughest international competi- 
tion. The Waagner-Biro Co. for instance secured an order of 
the opera house in Sidney which comprises three stages in 
one large area and this in competition with the most renowned 
German companies. 

Austria started as early as 1906 with the production of 
theatre equipment. Considerable shipments went to the Bal- 
kan States in those days. The construction of the Festspiel- 
haus in Salzburg in 1938 was Waagner-Biro’s last big job be- 
fore the war. After 1945 there were stage constructions for 
the restored Wiener Burg theater, contributions to the work on 
the Staatsoper (mostly in the form of supply of steel construc- 
tion) and, last but not least, the new Festspielhaus in Salz- 
burg. Austrian business also participated in the project of 
the new Metropolitan Opera in New York’s new Lincoln Center 
and, furthermore, with Swiss companies in the planning of 
the Grand Theatre de Geneve in Geneva, Italy. Into all these 
constructions went the skill and know-how and patents of the 
Austrian firm. In addition close contacts are maintained with 
Canada, South America, India and other parts of the world. 

After World War II the Wiener Brueckenbau und Eisenkor 
struktions A. G. turned also to stage construction on a large 
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scale. A most efficient accomplishment in Austria was the 
stage equipment for the Wiener Staats oper in cooperation with 
YOEST (Austrian Steelworks) as well as the supply of the 
jon curtain for the Viener Burgtheater. Foreign jobs worth 
mentioning are the complete stage equipment for the theatre 
jn Bratislava, Czechoslovakia, and recently the order for the 
entire stage equipment forthe opera house in Warsaw, Poland, 
one of the largest opera stages in the world. 


TRAINEES FROM FOUR CONTINENTS 
AT MONTAN STEEL CORPORATION 

During the 1961 summer period, the Austrian Alpine Mon- 
tan Steel Corporation, one of Austria’s biggest nationalized 
jon and steel concerns, held training courses for foreign 
students. More than 900 trainees studied in the corporation’s 
Styrian plants. They came from East and West European 
countries and from Bolivia, Burma, India, Iran, Iraq, Japan, 
Lybia, Mexico Pakistan, Syria, and the United States. The 
foreign trainees were given an opportunity, to acquaint them- 
selves with the latest technological methods of metallurgical 
jon processing and steelmaking. This prominent concern 
is internationally renowned for its decisive contribution to 
the development of the famous LD-oxygen steelmaking process 
which became lately the basis of operations in many steel- 
works around the world. 


EDUCATIONAL MEETING OF THE SOS 
CHILDREN’S VILLAGES 

Dr. Heinrich Drimmel, Austrian Federal Minister for Edu- 
cation, spoke at the First International Educational Meeting 
of the ‘‘SOS Children’s Villages’’ in Hinterbruehl, Lower 
Austria. The meeting lasted from October 18 to 22. 

The managers of all existing SOS Children’s Villages in 
Europe as well as the experts engaged in the construction of 
new SOS Children’s Villages were represented at the conven- 
tio and exchanged their educational experiences on interna- 
national basis. 

Austria houses today five Children’s Villages which care 
for app. 1,000 orphaned children. In addition, there are Child- 
ten’s Villages in West Germany, Italy and France. 

Each Children’s Village consists of charming little one- 
family houses in each of which eight to ten homeless girls 
and boys live together with their ‘‘mother’’. It is the purpose 
of the organization to provide for such children the security 
and happiness of a permanent home, not in the sense of an 
institution or orphanage but of normal family life.

AMERICAN ARCHITECT HONORED 
BY VIENNA EXPOSITION 

The seventieth birthday of Austrian-born architect Rich- 
ard Neutra in April 1962 is the occasion for an exhibition of 
blue-prints, drawings and photos of his works in Vienna’s 
Palais Liechtenstein. 

Richard Neutra came to the United States in 1923. His 
one-family houses, built mainly in California, are especially 
impressive. They are not pompous residences for million- 
aires, but simple modern structural designs which seem to 
be part of the tree studded landscape. They are symbols of 
Neutra’s philosophy that ‘‘human standards’’ should be at the 
basis of modern architecture. According to this theory the 
individual occupant of a home should have the living space 
ideally suited his own needs. This human aspect also domi- 
nates his public structures, such as schools, hospitals, 
factories and office buildings. 


AUSTRIA WINS GOLD MEDAL AT 
SAO PAULO THEATRICAL ART BIENNIAL 

At the Third Biennial for Modern Theatrical Art, held in 
conjunction with the Sixth Biennial for Modern Art in Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, Austria was represented by a comprehensive 
exhibition ‘‘The Salzburg Festivals from 1945 to 1960.’’ In 
addition thirty-two large color photos of the new Salzburg 
Festival House with the stage settings of the opening per- 
formances were shown. The selection of the exhibited objects 
and the arrangement of the exhibition itself had been en- 
trusted to Franz Hadamowsky, director of the Austrian 
National Library Theater Collection. 

Austria received her gold medal for the best historical 
exhibition. Other gold medals went to the United States for 
best overall representation of a country and to Czechoslo- 
vakia for the best cultural exhibition. Spain was awarded a 
special prize for the most original design of an open-air stage 
for popular performances. At the first Biennial in 1957, Aus- 
tria had also received a gold medal for the organization of 
that exhibition. 


INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTE FOR SOCIOLOGY IN VIENNA

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MOVIE CITY VIENNA. 


Vienna became the film metropolis of Europe already in 
1912 when Count Kolowrat founded the first movie studio 
Sievering, a suburb of Vienna. The great prosperity in the 
thirties followed; and between 1938 and 1945 Vienna was the 
favorite city of the German motion picture industry for lighter 
entertainment. Foreigners discovered Vienna after the war as 
the city of Four ina Jeep, The Third Man, etc. In the fifties 


the local movie industry claimed all existing studios. 


In 1960 and 1961 more foreign producers made movies in 


Vienna than Austrians did. 


At present the American stage manager John Huston 
shoots for Hollywood at location in Vienna, the life story of 


Sigmund Freud. 


The scene in which Sigmund Freud proposes marriage to 
his later wife Martha will take place at the Donaukanal. 
Other scenes will be shot in front of the house Berggasse 
where Sigmund Freud lived, in a university clinic, in Grinzing 
and on the Minoritenplatz. The interior scenes will be taken 
in the Rosenhuegel Film Studio. Montgomery Clift will play 
Freud and Susan Kohner Freud’s wife Martha. Susannah York 


and Larry Parks also have parts in the movie. 


A number of new movie projects are already planned for 
1962. Walt Disney, having an affinity to Vienna, will make 
two movies; two French projects have already been secured 
and negotiations are under way with an American group of 
producers whose members intend to make their movies in var- 


ious European cities.

survey lists furthermore the works performed (according to 
time and epoch), frequency of compositions played and con- 
posers heard and many more fascinating facts.
